The grayish colors of a 
moral teacher, the tense expression of a social reformer, the soft traits of a 
suffering servant have prevailed, at least amongst our painters and 
theologians and life-of-Jesus novelists; perhaps not so much in the hearts 
of the people who need somebody to heal them.”
